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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

1. Claim 71 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Murray (US: 
5699089). 

Murray teaches on Fig. 2, Fig. 3, column 4 line 12 to column 5 line 39, receiving a voice 
mail (claimed "verbal communication") at a telephone, transmitting the voice mail to receiving 
computers (claimed "remote location", items 202a, 202b of Fig. 3) via internet server (item 326 

Fig. 3, reads on claimed "converting the verbal communication into internet 

protocol transmitting complies vs^ith the internet protocol"), playing back the voice mail at 
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the receiving computers (reads on claimed "converting the electrical signals from intemet 

protocol into a reproduction of the verbal communication").
